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PREFACE 


Parijat Readers —Book Two prescribed as a text-book in 
English for Class VII, is designed to carry forward the teaching 
programme in English based on a structurally graded syllabus 
already in being for Classes III — VI of schools in West Bengal. 


Success in learning a foreign language like English mainly 
depends on practice, oral and written. Copious oral and written 
exercises have been appended to each lesson for the intensive 
drilling of the new structures and words introduced in the lesson. 


The reading lessons should be split up into convenient sections, 
and the new words in each section should be demonstrated and 
practised in simple spoken sentences as well as in lists for pronun- 
ciation and spelling. The oral and written work involved in 
each lesson should be completed before going on to the next. 
The lessons should be taught in the same order as in the book, 
and all the lessons should be completed within the academic year. 


As a rough guide, the teachers are advised to use the following 
table for each reading lesson :一 


(a) First teach and practise the new structures in the lesson 
orally. 

(b) Then demonstrate and teach the uses of new words in 
the lesson orally. 

(c) Practise Reading silently and ask questions to test pupils’ 
comprehension of reading passages. 

(d) Practise the exercises in the Reader both orally and in 
writing. 

(e) Give a quick revision-practice after every four or five 
lessons. 

Teachers are also advised not to allow pupils to make use of 

any key-books for this course.

Lesson .6 
LEARNING HOW TO CLIMB MOUNTAINS 


上 OW would you like to climb a mountain? Not 
a small hill but a huge mountain rising thou- 
sands of feet up into the sky ?; Or, would’ you like 
to learn how to sail a boat or how to éxplore unknown 
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countries. Today there are schools which teach you’ 
all these things as a part of your education. 

In most schools we learn how to read and write. 
and how to use figures for counting. We learn facts 
about our own country and other countries in the 
world in our geography lessons, while in our history 
lessons we learn what happened here and elsewhere 
before we were born. We also learn how to play 
games like hockey, football, cricket and tennis. Girls 
sometimes learn how to look after houses.and how to 
cook and so on. 

Why should people teach us how to climb and sail 
and explore ? 

They do it because climbing mountains and Mike 
ing the land and sea around us test one's character. 
In the mountains, changes in the weather, bringing 
clouds and storms, can test our strength and courage. 
A mountaineer must learn how to take care. He 
must find out how to climb every kind of mountain 
wall, slope and ridge. 

The first mountaineers were explorers, because in 
the beginning the people who lived in the mountains 
did not try to climb the high peaks. They looked 
for the easiest wavs to cross the mountains in order 
to go from one valley to the next. They thought that 
spirits lived in the regions of the snow. Man did not 
climb mountains as a sport until about the end of 
the eighteenth centurv. It wes not until 1786 that 
two men climbed the highest peak in Europe. 
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Climbing in the Himalayas began in 1880. Attempts 
to climb Mount Everest began in this country in 1920, 
and they were not successful until 1953. At about 
the same time, expeditions climbed Kanchanjunga, 
Makalu, Nanga Parbat and Annapurna. 

The two men who climbed the last ridge that led 
to the highest point of Mount Everest were Tenzing 
Norgay and Edmund Hillary. Tenzing had often 
climbed before on the slopes of Everest and at last, 
after many years, his courage and strength had 
brought him to its top. 

As a result of Tenzing’s success, there is now a 
mountaineering Institute in Darjeeling where you 
can learn how to climb mountains. This Institute 
conducts. Mountaineering courses for grown-up 
people, but sometimes it conducts ‘Adventure courses’ 
for Senior Division N.C.C. Cadets. The purpose of 
these courses is to develop a spirit of adventure in the 
youth of India. At this Institute the cadets learn how 
to read maps and how to find their way over difficult 
country in the mountains. The instructors teach 
them how to give first-aid to the injured and how to 
rescue a climber when he is in danger. 

А seven-member -women’s N.C.C. team climbed 
the 19,450'ft. Hanuman Tibba Peak on June тт, 
1966. This is the first time that climbers have 
climbed this peak from the western ridge. We are 
proud of these N.C.C. Cadets.. In a year or two, vou 
too will be able to join the Junior Division NGC. 
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There you will learn how to make yourself strong and 
healthy. You will learn how to drill and how to obey 
orders quickly. You will learn what to do to defend 
your country and what to do to keep her strong. 
You will learn how to behave in a disciplined way. 
You will learn how to show your strength and 
courage. 

When you join a College you will perhaps join 
the Senior Division N.C.C. Some of you may even 
join the ‘Adventure Course’ at the Himalayan 
Mountaineering Institute and become good moun- 
taineers.

Lesson 7 
PAPER 


APER-MAKING is a very important industry. 

Almost all our knowledge is kept in books which 
nowadays are made of paper. Books are import- 
ant to men. It is very interesting to know how 
paper-making was first discovered and how the 
quality of paper slowly improved. It is also inter- 
esting to know how we learnt to make larger and 
larger quantities of paper. 
- The word ‘paper’ comes from the Greek word 
* papyrus " which is a kind of reed that grows along 


43 


the banks of rivers. The early Egyptians made the 
reed into paper by cutting strips from the stems of 
the reeds. These strips were laid lengthwise and 
crosswise until a thickish sheet was formed. This 
papyrus-paper was not made into ‘books’, but into 
‘rolls’, Later on, men began to use ' parchment’ 
and ‘vellum’, which were made from the skins of 
animals. In some parts of India, palm-leaves were 
used for writing on. 

The art of making paper was discovered in the Far 
East about 2,000 years ago. Even today, paper is 
made in much the same way as it was then. All the 
different kinds of paper we use are made from fibres, 
which are tiny threads found in wood, grasses and 
other plants. 

In those days they made their paper out of things 
like old rags. They made these materials into a pulp. 
First they soaked them by keeping them in water 
until they were very wet and soft, Then they put 
them into a stone bowl, which was called a mortar, 
and stamped them over and over again with a heavy 
piece of wood called a pestle. This soaking and 
stamping changed the rags into fibres, and then into 
pulp. Then they took this pulp and spread it out 
thin and flat and dried it in the sun. 

These first sheets of paper were very rough. but 
soon they found a way of making paper that was 
much better. It was made from rags. straw and other 
materials. These materials were first cleaned and 
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lime was added to them to make them white, then 
they were torn to pieces and mixed with water. In 
this way a soft white pulp was made. This pulp was 
covered with a kind of glossy material called “ Size”. 
Then it was rolled flat to make it smooth and easy 
to write on. 


In the year 700 A.D. the art of paper-making 
spread into the Middle East. Some paper-makers 
from the Far East were put in prison by the Arabs 
and while they were in prison they taught the Arabs 
how to make paper. From there, this knowledge 
spread into Europe and by the fifteenth century 
almost every country had learn how to make paper. 


Today most paper is made by machinery and it is 
produced in large quantities. Before the nineteenth 
century it was produced from materials like cotton 
andit was very expensive. In the nineteenth century 
a special kind of grass, called Esparto grass, Was 
used. Paper then became cheaper and was pro- 
duced in larger quantities. Good quality paper is 
still made from this material. 

In this century it was found that wood could be 
made into pulp for paper-making. The paper that 
is produced is of cheap quality. Itis used for making 
newspapers and is called “newsprint”. There is 
still not enough paper, even today, and a great deal 
of paper is produced by repulping old newspaper and 
waste paper.

A SEA RESCUE 


HE voyage had begun quietly enough. The 
great cargo-steamer “Tndian Prince” had left 
Calcutta Port far behind as it steamed on its way to 
Europe.

POLAR EXPLORATION 


HERE are two enormous areas on the earth’s 
surface which are covered with ice. They are 
called the Polar ice-caps. The one in the Northern 
regions near the North Pole is called the Arctic ice- 


‘cap. The other in the Southern regions near the

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South Pole is called the Antarctic ice-cap. 
Though they are both ice-caps, they are very 
different in character. The Arctic is mainly ocean 
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through it is covered with floating ice up to 20 feet 
thick. The Antarctic is mainly land, but it is covered 
with ice which is about 6,000 feet thick in places. 
Water is warmer than land and the water in the Arctic 
ocean keeps the temperature there higher than in the 
Antarctic. In the summer season at the North Pole, 
the sea-ice melts, pools of water appear and there 
may even be rain. At the South Pole it never rains 
and there is no water to be seen. It is far too cold. 

Although the Arctic is mainly ocean, there is some 
land there, around the edge of the water. In the 
summer season the temperature over the land can 
rise to about 60° F. This melts the ice and snow 
and warms the surface of the ground. A few feet 
under the surface of the ground there is soil which is 
always frozen, but this warmth and the long hours 
of daylight allow a large number of plants and flowera 
togrow. This means that some animals like the rein- 
deer and the musk-ox can live there in the summer. 
Arctic hares can be found, and these are hunted by 
Arctic wolves and foxes. In the sea there are seals 
which are hunted by Polar bears. Tribes of men 
called Eskimos hunt these animals. 

The land area which is in the Antarctic is so enor- 
mous that it can be called a continent.

Lesson 12 
ALEXANDER THE GREAT 


M ANY stories are told about Alexander ог 
Iskander as he became known in North-West 
India. His father was Philip of Macedon, which was: 
a small country in Northern Greece. Philip wanted 
to rule the world and Alexander inherited from him 
an ambition for conquest and a great interest in war- 
fare and government. He showed interest in these 
things even when he was young. 

His father conquered and united the Greek City 
States, but when he planned to lead them against 
their ancient enemy, Persia, he was murdered. 
Alexander acted quickly. He seized power and 
began to attack the Persian King, Darius Ill. He: 
defeated Darius and in the following year he visited 
Egypt. There he founded the city of Alexandria, 
which became the most important Greek city in: 
Africa. 

Then he went back to Persia, where he finally 
defeated Darius and killed him. Then he pushed 
across to the Indian border at the River Indus. He: 
invaded the Punjab in 327 B.C. He had to fight a 
great battle with Puru, a King of Northern India. 
Perhaps this was the greatest battle of his life. 
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Puru's soldiers were very courageous and they fought 
bravely against their enemies. But as the generals 
who were leading them were not familiar with the 
newest methods of warfare, they had to suffer defeat 
at the hands of the Macedonians. Puru was taken 
prisoner and brought to Alexander. 

“ How shall I treat you ?” Alexander asked Puru. 

“You must treat me in the same way as one king 
treats another”, replied Puru. 

Alexander was pleased with his answer and set him 
free and made peace with him. 

The Greeks thought that the world was an Island 
and that a river called Ocean ran around it. That is 
why we call the big seas ‘oceans’. Alexander had 
hoped to reach this river, but after his fight with 
Puru he didn’t dare to go any further. His soldiers 
were also tired of fighting by this time and they 
asked him to return to Macedon. He followed the 
River Indus to its mouth and then returned across 
the deserts of Baluchistan. On this journey, half 
of his men died of hunger and thirst. In 323 B.C., 
they reached Babylon and there Alexander himself 
died at the age of 33. : 

Alexander was trained to become a wise king. 
Although he trained himself to become a good rider 
and hunter, his father sent for a famous Greek 
named Aristotle who became his teacher. Artistotle 
had first to teach the young and clever boy how to 
control his anger and govern himself. 
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He tried to teach him what a king ought to do in 
order to make his people unite and live with one 
another peacefully. He taught Alexander that he 
ought to study men and watch how they behaved. 
He taught him too that he ought to learn about the 
various ways in which countries were ruled. 
Alexander died young and his empire soon split 
up into small parts which began to make war against 
one another. Perhaps he ought to have united 
them more slowly and more carefully. Perhaps he 
ought to have trained his Governors better so that his 
work would last. Perhaps he knew that he would 
not live long and so he tried to conquer as much of 
the world as he could, as quickly as possible. He 
tried to do too much in a short time, and failed. He 
also wanted to leave a great name behind him after 
his death, and this he succeeded in doing.

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SECRET CODES AND CIPHERS 


Р; have always needed to keep certain in- 
formation secret, haven't they? As soon as men 
learned to write, they wanted to write their secrets 
in a language which only their friends could under- 
stand. If I write the word ‘dog’ you know what it 
means, don’t you? But if I write ‘eph’, you can't 
understand it, can you? All that I did was to take 
the letters of the word ‘dog’ and wrote down the 
next letters of the alphabet instead. For ‘d’, T 
wrote er fOr ОАР wrote 'p' : for ‘g I wrote hi 

This is a code. Jf you know what I have done 
you can put the letters back into their correct places; 
if I write the word “сррЇ, you change ‘c’ to DADA 
to ‘о’ and T to 4” so that the secret word is ‘book’, 
isn't it? The secret of the code is that each letter B 
write down stands for the letter that comes before 
it in the alphabet Here is a boy's name. The 
name is ‘Divo’.
